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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-15 are, drawn to an insect barrier device, classified in class 43, 
subclass 114. 

II. Claim 16 , drawn to a nectar type bird feeder, classified in class 119, 
subclass 57.8. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the insect barrier device can be 
positioned at other locations besides between the nectar feeder and feeder support. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as an insect barrier in other types of 
feeders. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Figs. 1-11, Figs. 12-17, and Fig. 18. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Klein on August 31 , 2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Figs. 1-11, claims 1-5. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 6-16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the disposable media 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claims can not 
contain trademarks. The generic terminology must be used. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Olson. 
The patent to Olson shows a barrier device having a disposable media 10 coated on at 
least one surface with a non-drying adhesive 20. the non-drying adhesive being tacky 
to act as a physical barrier to the passage of insects. Olson shows a means 130 to 
position the insect barrier device around a support as shown in Fig. 6. If applicant 
wishes to invoke 35 USC 112, 6 th paragraph, he should do so in response to this Office 
Action. In reference to claim 2, Olson uses a disposable media 10. In reference to 
claim 3, Olson shows a protective layer 140 in Fig. 3. In reference to claim 4, Olson 
shows a handling region 1 1 , 12 free from any adhesive coating. 
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10. Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Erickson. 

The patent to Erickson shows in Fig. 4 a disposable media such as ring 20 coated on at 
least one surface with a non-drying adhesive layer as disclosed in lines 59-65 of page 1 . 
In reference to claims 1 and 5, the aperture or cutout hole in the ring 20 acts as a 
means to position and secure the insect barrier device on a support in an interference fit 
that restricts any alternative crawling routes. In reference to claim 2, Erickson discloses 
paper in line 62. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Carlson, Morisset, Byrd, Keller, Boughton, and 
Fuller show the state of the art.
